BILL APPROVED. 
BY SENATE GROUP 


F ‘ereaneee Committee Adds 


Provisions for Voluntary 
Annuity and $15 a Month 
For Blind.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The ad- 


tO | ministration’s social security bill 


was approved today by the Senate 
Finance Committee with two ma- 
jor additions to the form in which 
it passed the House. 

The measure, a vital part of the 
administration's legislative program 
for the session, was reported by 
the committee without a _ record 
vote after attempts to modify or 
separate it into several bills were 


rejected in a swift succession of 
votes. 
All of the major provisions of 


the House bill were approved by 
the Senate committee and it added: 

1. A voluntary annuity system by 
which workers could provide up to 


{$100 a month for their old age. 


2. Federal aid to the needy blind 
up to $15 a month to be matched 
by the states. 

The only other major change in 
the House bill was an amendment 
by Senator LaFollette of Wisconsin 
to permit states to allow compa- 
nies to have their own unemploy- 
ment reserve funds instead of re- 
quiring state-wide pools. The 
LaFollette amendment, it was said, 
would encourage employers to sta- 
bilize employment by permitting 
them to stop contributing after 
they had accumulated a sufficient 
reserve. 

A motion by Senator Hastings 
(Rep.), Delaware, to strike out of 
the bill the permanent contributory 
old age pension plan was rejected 
12 to 6 and the committee then 
shelved without a record vote an- 
other motion by the Delaware Sen- 
ator to eliminate the unemploy- 
ment insurance plan. 

The voluntary annuity system, 
which was recommended by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's economic security 
committee but stricken from the 
bill by the House, was restored on 
motion of Senator Costigan (Dem.), 
Colorado, by a vote of 7 to 5. 

A proposal by Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, to substitute com- 
pletely new plags for unemploy- 
ment insurance and old age pen- 
sions under which the entire bur- 
den would be borne by industry 
was rejected wtihout a record vote 
when Chairman Harrison produced 
several proxies to break a 9-to-9 
tie. George announced -he would 
offer his amendment again on the 
Senate floor.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt plans to present his 
bonus veto to Congress in a per- 
sonal appearance next week. 


He made this known at a press 
conference this afternoon after the 
Senate had completed congression- 
al action on the Patman inflation- 
ary measure and sent it to him for 
his veto. 

The President told reporters: “I 
hope with all my heart that the 
veto will be sustained.” 

He indicated some feeling about 
reports on Capitol Hill that the ad- 
ministration would like to see the 
veto overridden. 

The President will present his 
message to a joint session in the 
House. The day has not been de- 
termined. 

He began work on the message 
today and hopes to complete it by 
tomorrow. 

Real Fight in Senate. 

Vice-President Garner signed the 
Patman bonus bill as the last for- 
mality preceding sending it to the 
White House. The bill provides for 
the issue of $2,200,000,000 of new 
currency to pay the bonus. 

The real fight is in the Senate. As 
for the House, the strongest ad- 
ministration supporters doubted— 
to use the statistics of Representa- 
tive Boland of Pennsylvania, Demo- 
cratic whip—that more than 125 of 
the 432 members would vote to sus- 
tain the veto. That would be far 
less than the one-third vote neces- 
sary if the House is to uphold the 
veto. 

In the Senate, the bonus group 
was not in complete agreement 
about the situation. Senator Long 
(Dem.) Louisiana, said “we have 
the votes;” Senator Borah (Rep.) 
Idaho, said the bill was gaining 
strength, but was still short of the 
required two-thirds; Senator Thom- 
as (Dem.) Oklahoma, who decided 
yesterday to let the bill go to the 


White House, said “we think we 
are in the best possible shape.” 
Representative Patman, (Dem.) 


Texas, father of the bill, expressed 
no doubt that the Senate would 
override the veto. 


“Every day we're gaining strength,” 


he said. “Why just vesterday the 
Board of Aldermen in New York 
indorsed the bill. Things like that 
will have some influence, 

A meeting of the Patman leaders 
will be held tomorrow morning, 
Thomas said, to make a final 
check-up of their strength and to 
plan strategy for the test next 
week. 

Danger of New Bonus March. 

An assertion that there was “real 
danger” of another bonus march 
on Washington if Congress fails to 
over-ride the veto was made today 
by James E. Van Zandt, comman- 


der of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. He added that he would ex- 


ert every effort to prevent it. 

Van Zandt’s statement was made 
in commenting on a telegram he 
received today from Walter W. 
Waters, a leader of the 1932 bonus 
march, opposing another such 
march to the capital. 

Waters telegraphed from Okmul- 
gee, Ok.: “Reported bonus march 
leaving Portland, Ore., today does 
not have my approval and I am in 
no way connected with same. 
Strongly urge all veterans to refrain 
from participating.” 


SPAIN-TO-MEXICO FLYER 
ARRIVES IN WEST AFRICA 


Childhood Friend, in Mexican Capi- 
tal, Says She Refused to Let 
Him Take Her Dog as Mascot.

MADRID, May 17.—Juan Igna- 
cio Pombo, youthful Spanish avia- 
tor flying to Mexico by stages to 
greet his childhood friend, arrived

Later he hopped off for 
Bathurst, Gambia.

HE REFUSES TO 
DEFINE INFLATION 


Secretary Believes Govern- 
ment Should Own All of 
Stock of Federal Reserve 
Banks. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—Estab- 
lishment of a strong Federal board 


to govern credit and currency was 
advocated today by Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau in a 
statement to the Senate Banking 
Subcommittee. 

Appearing at the request of Sen- 
ator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, chair- 
man of the subcommittee, Morgen- 
thau declared he “favored the prin- 
ciple of’’ the part of the omnibus 
banking bill giving the Federal Re- 
serve Board exclusive authority to 
conduct open market operations, by 
which credit is controlled. 

He went even farther by adding 
that he wanted a board divorced 
entirely from political control. 

“IT would like to see that author- 
ity concentrated in an independent 
agency,” he told the committee. 

“Independent of the President, 
too?” Senator Bulkley (Dem.), 
Ohio, asked. 

“Only that he have the appointive 
power,’ Morgenthau replied. 

“Like the Supreme Court?” Glass 
interjected. “Right,’ said Morgen- 
thau. 

In addition, he told the Senate 
banking subcommittee that he be- 
longed to “that school of thought 
the Government 
should own all of the stock of the 
Federal Reserve banks.” 

Repeated questions were asked 
as to the Secretary's views on 
money and inflation, but Morgen- 
thau either replied that he was 
“not a very good money theorist” 
or that the questions dealt with 


| pending legislation. 


“Little More Courage.” 

Previously, he had testified that 
he had “got along extremely well” 
with the Federal Reserve Board's 
open market committee, although 
there had been times when he 
thought it should have shown “a lit- 
tle more courage” and invested in 
longer term securities. 

Glass was undertaking to show 
there was no need for transferring 
control over open market opera- 
tion from the 12 Reserve banks to 
the Reserve Board, as the bill pro- 
vides. 

Under existing law the 12 Re- 
serve banks themselves initiate 
open market policies subject to the 
approval of the Reserve Board, and 
any Reserve bank may decline to 
engage in these operations, 

Provisions of Bill. 


The House bill pending before 
the Senate subcommittee creates 
an open market committee com- 
posed of three members of the 


‘Reserve Board, including the Gov- 
‘ernor and two representatives of 


the Reserve banks, which would 
have the power to initiate open 
market policies to become binding 
on the Reserve banks. 

Glass asked Morgenthau wheth- 
er he had “any substantive reason 
to suppose that the proposed open 
market committee composed en- 
tirely of Federal Reserve Board 
members would operate more effi- 
ciently than the one now estab- 
lished by statute.” 

Morgenthau Hedges. 

Morgenthau hedged, commenting 
“these various instruments of 
credit I believe should all be cen- 
tered in one place. They should all 
be centered in Government author- 
ity.” 

After repeated efforts to get the 
Secretary to reply, Glass observed: 
“You didn’t answer my question, 
but you answered it sufficiently for 
me to conjecture what your real 
judgment was.” 

Morgenthau grinned, then 
laughed, and members of the com- 
mittee laughed with him as they 
recalled that Marriner S. Eccles, 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
Board, had advocated the concen- 
tration of the credit control author- 
ity in the reserve board. 

Won't Define Inflation. 


Morgenthau refused to define in- 
flation or sound money for Senator 
McAdoo (Dem.), California, a for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury. He 
said the fact that the bonus bill 
was pending before the President 
prevented him from talking on that 
subject. 

He also pleaded he was not a 
“money theorist” and the President 
had placed him in the Treasury as 
an administrator, instead of an ex- 
per on money.

NAZIS CONVICT NUN 
FOR PAYING DEBT 
OST. LOUIS BANK 


Sister of St. Vincent Order 
Gets 5 Years When She 
Admits Smuggling Funds 
Out of Germany. 


BORROWED $100,000 
TO FINISH HOSPITAL 


70,000 Marks of 200,000 
She Took Out of Country 
Was to Go to Mercantile- 
Commerce.

BERLIN, May 17.—A Catholic 
nun of the Order of St. Vincent to- 
day was found guilty of violation 
of Germany’s stringent foreign ex- 
change regulations in the society’s 
efforts to repay an American loan, 
and was sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment in a penitentiary and 
fined 140,000 marks (about $56,000). 

The defendant was Sister Wer- 
nera, born Katherine Wiedenhoef- 
fer, who admitted violating the ex- 
change restrictions, but contended 
she did so solely to repay a loan 
of $100,000 to Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co. of St. Louis. 

The court ruled that if Sister 
Wernera is unable to pay the fine, 
she must serve an additional sen- 
tence of 14 months. 

Loses Citizenship for 5 Years. 

The verdict included loss of cit- 
izenship rights for five years, and 
decreed that 250,000 marks (about 
$100,000) would have to be paid by 
the Caritas, a Catholic charity or- 
ganization of Germany. 

The verdict was the first given 
in the cases of many monks and 
nuns arrested and jailed for smug- 
gling money out of Germany. 

The nun was convicted of all 
counts charged against her, which 
included a charge of treason 
against the “people’s law.” 

Hers was the first of sone 50 
similar cases to come to trial. Sis- 
ter Sophie Freund, 58 years old, a 
member of the same order, who is 
accused as an accessory, was ill and 


unable to appear in court. Both 
have been held in prison since 
March. 


Money Sent to Belgium. 

In a halting voice, Sister Wernera 
said the Joan in question was ob- 
tained in order to complete a hos- 
pital at Cologne, headquarters of the 
order. She is accused of trans- 
ferring 252,000 marks into the Bel- 
gian branch of the order, which 
was later sent to Holland and 76,000 
marks of it used to pay inio tie 
amortization fund ageinst the St. 
Louis loan. 

Treason against the “pecples’ 
law’ as well as violation of vur- 
rency restrictions was alleped by 
the prosecutor. 

Replying to a question from the 
Judge, Sister Wernera said: “Yes, 
I am fully aware I violated the 
regulations. I proceeded to the 
border with 200,000 marks hidden 
in my clothes. I was not searched. 
I used 70,000 marks to reduce our 
St. Louis obligations and invested 
the remainder in Dutch securities.” 

The nun said Dr. Hofius of the 
Muenster Bank at Westphalia ad- 
vised the order to buy Dutch se- 
curities and said the transaction 
had the approval of Father Haas 
of Nymwegen. 

Sister Wernera told the Court 
that whenever the St. Louis bank 
was mentioned in her correspond- 
ence she used the code form: “Louis 
has written a letter.” 

Denounced by Prosecutor. 

The prosecution criticised the 
nun for using religious stationery 
in arranging details of the smug- 
gling with Sister Dorothea of the 
Dutch branch at Malmedy. 

“You started the letter: ‘Let God's 
grace be with us,” he said, “and 
ended it with the words: ‘Let’s pray 
things in the fatherland will be 
settled in a way which will please 
God.’ How did you dare commit 
such blasphemies to cover up com- 
mon smuggling?” 

“This form was usual with us in 
correspondence with each other,” 
the nun said. 

“This is blasphemy,” the prosecut- 
or said. “I have ‘not seen anything 
to equal it even in recent cases of 
Jewish and Galician smugglers and 
grafters.” 

The prosecution charged the dio- 
ceses of Meissen in Saxony and 
Hildesheim in Hanover were among 
the Catholic orders violating the 
foreign exchange regulations; that 
monks and nuns smuggled money 
over the border; that several Cath- 
olic priests forged papers and swore 
out affidavits in order to facilitate 
smuggling, and that some of the 
clergy involved fled after destroy- 
ing convent accounts. 


George W. Wilson, chairman of 
the executive committee of the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank & Trust Co.. 
declined to discuss its dealings with 
the German religious order.

COLUMBUS, Kan., May 17.—The 
trial of an impoverished relief 
worker for the “murder” of Duke, 
a black Gordon setter dog, ended 
in a hung jury here early today. 
A mistrial was declared. Three 
months ago the town’s prejudice in 
favor of the dog made it impossible 
for a justice’s court to obtain the 
necessary six-man panel for jury 
service. 

More than &00 persons stayed up 
until early morning, after most or 
them missed their evening meal 
last night, to learn the outcome of 
the case. 

Otis Stevens, specifically charged 
with “destruction of a domestic 
animal, the property of another,” 
faced a possible sentence of one 
year in jail and a $500 fine under 
Kansas laws. 

The dog, valued at $1000 by his 
owner, was variously described by 
witnesses as a “town tramp,” a 
“public nuisance,” a “vicious crit- 
ter,” the “town pet” and as a “kind- 
ly wistful creature which would not 
hurt a mouse.” 

Stevens pleaded self-defense. His 
declared’ that Duke 
“howled and growled all night” near 
the Stevens home and the next 
morning chased Stevens’ four-year- 
old son into the house and attacked 
Stevens.

TREASURY 10 DOUBLE 
WEEKLY BORROWING 


Asks Money Markets’ For 
$100,000,000; Operating 
Balance Low. 


By the Asrociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May § 17.—The 
Treasury has announced it will 
double its borrowings through bill 
sales which since March have been 
used exclusively for refunding pur- 
poses. 

For an _ indefinite period the 
Treasury every week will ask the 
money markets for $100,000,000-- 
$25,000,000 of new money and §$7E,- 
000,000 for refunding maturities. 

When it cut the weekly turnover 
in bill sales, the Treasury said the 
huge working cash balance of $1,- 
538,000,000—which does not include 
$792,000,000 of profit on gold dollar 
devaluation and other millions in 
seigniorage on coinage, that are car- 
ried in the general balance—would 
be used to run the Government and 
help meet weekly bill maturities of 
$75,000,000. Consequently, the work- 
ing balance now has awindled to 
$762,000,000. 

“Baby bond’ sales since March 
1 have zcupplied $81,000,000, a small 
amount compared to the Govern- 
ment’s billions of annual expendi- 
tures. However, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau has insisted 
the “baby bond”: sales have been 
satisfactory. He has stated they 
were not designed to supply large 
amounts of operating money. 

In increasing its borrowing the 
Treasury yesterday asked for bids 
on $50,000,000 of 133-day bills, dated 
May 22, and on a similar amount of 
273-day bills, both to,be sold on a 
discount basis to the highest bid- 
ders.

LONDON, May 17.—Neville 


Chamberlain, Chancellor of the

Upheld by Court in Lithuania 


Supreme Judges at Kaunas Approve Convic- 
tions in Memel Plot Murder—87 Prison 
Sentences Also Sustained.

KAUNAS, Lithuania, May 17. — 
The Supreme Court upheld today 
four sentences of death and 87 
prison sentences imposed on Ger- 


man residents of the Meme) terri- 
tory who were accused of plotting 
to seize the territory for Germany. 

A charge of military preparation 
against Lithuania on which one of 
the defendants, Baron von der 
Ropp, was tried, was dropped by 
the higher court, which in all else 
upheld the military court that con- 
victed the Nazis March 26. 

Those to be executed, barring ex- 
ecutive clemency or other interven- 
tion, are Emil! Boll, Walter Preiss, 
Heinrich Wannagat and Emil Lepa. 
They were convicted of killing 
George Jessutis, alleged fellow con- 
spirator who was said to have ad- 
mitted to Lithuanian police that he 
had gone to Berlin to negotiate 
with Nazi authorities, and throwing 
his body into the River Jura. 

A firing squad will execute the 
four persons within the next 24 
hours unless they appeal to Presi- 
dent Antanas Smetona, who has 
power to pardon them. No appeal 
had been filed this afternoon. 
The Supreme Court's rejection of 


the convicted men’s appeal, reached 
after four days of deliberation, au- 
tomatically puts into effect the sen- 


tences imposed by the military 
tribunal. 
Although the four condemned 


men were understood to be firm 
against an appeal to the President, 
the defense course] was planning to 
prepare clemency applications and 
ask the four to sign them.

CHECK ORDERED ON ESTATE 
OF MARY FLAGLER BINGHAM 


Suit for Accounting Filed by Re- 
ceiver for Florida East 
Coast Railway. 

By the Associated Press. 

‘NEW YORK, May 17.—An_ ac- 
counting of the residue of the 
estate of the late Mrs. Mary Flag- 
ler Bingham was ordered today by 
Supreme Court Justice Aaron a. 
Levy, who appointed Samuel Sea- 
bury as referee. 

Justice Leyy also held that Sea- 
bury should decide whether the 
Florida East Coast Railway, which 
Mrs. Bingham’s first husband, 
Henry M. Flagler developed, would 
be kept together by the payment of 
sums on bond interest or whether 
such payment would be merely a 
gift to creditors of the railroad. 

Justice Levy directed that the 
referee should find that no pay- 
ment from the estate to the rail- 
road should be made if the proper- 
ties were not to be kept together. 
The court declared that an exam- 
ination of Mrs. Bingham's will and 
that of her first husband showed

clearly that it was their sole desire 
to keep the property intact. 

Mrs. Bingham, after Flagler’s 
death, married Robert W. Bing- 
ham, Louisville (Ky.) publisher and 
present United States Ambassador 
to England, late in 1916.

The suit for an accounting was 
filed by Scott M. Loftin, one of the 


receivers of the railway, who 
sought to have the court require 
the trustees to account for the resi- 
due of Mrs. Biagham’s estate, 


which she set up for a 21-year 
period with a view of keeping the 
property together. More than $16,- 
000.000 has been paid to individual 
beneficiaries of the estate.

ANDREW BOENECKE DIES 
AFTER AUTO ACCIDENT 


County Republican Committee 
Member Was Injured on Way 
to Vote. 


Andrew Boenecke, 75 years old, 
who for 14 years was a member of 
the St. Louis County Republican 
Committee, died last night at the 
State Ho@ital at Farmington, Mo., | 
of pneumonia following injuries re- 
ceived in an automobile accident in 
Maplewood, April 2, as he was driv- 
ing to the polls to vote.

“You know, I'm a little jealous of 
your father dancing with Ruth.” 


Saw Him Trembling. 


When the couple returned to his 
home after the party, the witness 
continued, he saw Steinmetz, pale 
and trembling, standing alone. 

“Your sister just saved my wife’s 
life,” he quoted the defendant as 
telling him, and added that Stein- 
metz related he had quarreled with 
his bride and had struck her. Stein-

metz told him, Schoenbaum said, 


that Ruth had swallowed some 
poison, 
The witness then testified that 


on the evening before the killings 
he and a friend visited the Stein- 
metzes in their hotel room, where 
they met the cleric, and that they 
examined the defendant’s pistol— 
the weapon allegedly used in the 
double shooting. 

Steinmetz took out the bullets. 
said Schoenbaum, put them on the 
bed and Buth grabbed them. The 
defendant forced her hand open and 
took the cartridges, the witness 
testified, and Ruth paled. 


“There to Make Peace.” 


Schoenbaum quoted Steinmetz as 
Saying that Father Leonard “was 
there to make peace between them.”

AL SMITH DISCUSSES 
PARTIES IN NEW BOOK 


‘Citizen and His Government’ 
Urges Platform Committees 
Meet Before Conventions. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—Former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, in his 
second book, “The Citizen and His 
Government,” published today, ad- 
vocates that the platform commit- 
tees of the major political parties 
meet before the national conven- 


tions convene. 

Under his proposal] the delegates 
from the various States would each 
nominate a member of the resolu- 
tions or platform committee from 
the membership of their State com- 
mitee and “these delegates would 
get together well in advance of the 
actual convention in order to ex- 
press to each other their desires in 
the way of a party platform. 

“I believe this would be a good 
thing to do,” writes Smith, “because 
I cannot believe that any platform 
committee meeting in the hustle, 
bustle, noise and confusion of a na- 
tional convention can really make 
a satisfactory job. . The 
present practice almost invariably 
results in a compromise, except in 
occasional hard-fought cases when 
the decision of an argument for a 
platform plank is placed before the 
convention as a whole. There is 
never a thorough discussion.”

“It is practically impossible,” he 
said, “during the heat of the actual 
national campaign, for a candidate 
to find time enough really to think 
out the speeches he is about to 
make. Particularly is this true of 
a candidate who cannot or does not 
wish to rely upon some other per- 
son who is willing to spend his time 
preparing the material for his 
speeches. . 

Smith offers no alternative for 
the candidate, asserting: “But as 
long as the campaigns are conduct- 
ed by personalities, human beings, 
the personal touch, the personal 
visit, and the personal handshake 
will never cease to be a great and 
a direct power.” 

The book reviews Smith’s long 


public career, his fight for legisla- 


tive reform and for a reorganiza- 
tion of New York City’s archaic 
municipal government. 


“I confidentially expect to see in 
my own day,” he writes, “a real 
reorganization of .the scheme of 
local government (in genera). 

“Town and village government 
should be abolished, counties intel- 
ligently consolidated to the end that 
there will be no duplication of ad- 
ministration or governmental! effort. 

“County seats should be shifted if 
necessary to points in the approxi- 
mate geographic center of the new 
county unit. All the town functions 
should be transferred to the county 
as a start. 

“Following that, a responsible 
legislative commission should be 
created with power to draft a work- 
able, worthwhile plan for drawing 
the purse strings tighter and re- 
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ducing the number of county units 
and county officeholders to a point 
where the cost of their maintenance 
is definitely within reason in the 
light of these modern days.”

This law would 
set up a Wisconsin finance corpora- 
tion to handle all money matters in- 
volved.

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MOST U. S. HOMICIDES ‘ACTS 
OF PASSION: REPORT SAYS 


Record, of Native White Men Worse 
‘Than That of Foreigners, 
Investigators Find. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—Most hom- 
icides in the United States are “acts 
of passion,” and are not generally 
the result of long training in crime, 
according to a study made public 
today by statisticians of the Metro- 
politan Insurance Co. 

“Homicide had apparently been 
the first criminal act of 74 per cent 
of the men and 90 per cent of the 
women,” the statisticians conclude 
in reporting on their survey of 
commitments to state and Federal 
prisons and reformatories. 

In several studies, they found the 
largest single group of murderers 
was in the age period between 25 
and 34 years, and that throughout 
the United States, as a whole, the 
homicide record of the native white 
men is worse than that of foreign- 
born men. 

Personal animosities were desig- 
nated as frequent “causative factors 
culminating in crime.” Knowledge 
of the heredity, racial background, 
early influences, environment, edu- 
cation and occupational opportuni- 
ties was held by the statisticians to 
be necessary “if we are to make any 
progress in altering the record 
which today marks the United 
States as the country in the civil- 
ized world where human life is 
cheapest.

The resolution, attacking the 
erection of a proposed statue of 
Lee in the National Cemetery at 

Arlington, was filed in the Senate 
and printed in the Congressional 
Record. It was accompanied by a 
letter from Miss Macomber, in 
which she compared Gen. Lee with 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, World 
War draft dodger, as a “traitor to 
the country.”

A technicality today freed Harry

DRIVING GOLD OUT OF COUNTRY 


Opponents Say Measure tq Be 
Voted on Would Lead to 
Socialist State. 


BERNE, Switzerland, May 7.— 
Faced. by evidence of a new drain 
upon the Swiss gold supply, the 
Government redoubled its efforts 
today to fight the “crisis” bill which 
will be voted upon in a plebiscite 


June 2 and whichyopponents assert 
would lead to the creation of a “So- 
cialist state.” 

(The proposed bill, prepared by 
Socialist, labor and agricultural 
groups, would amend the Swiss 
Constitution to enable the Govern- 
raent to assure work for the unem- 
ployed, increase agricultural prices, 
maintain salary levels and control 
trusts and the movement of capi- 
tal.)

FEDERAL BUILDING CLEANING 
JOB FINISHED, NO MORE SAND 


Work Began Jan. 28; It Was to 
Have Taken 70 Days, But 
Required More Time. 
Cleaning of the granite exterior 
of the old Federal Building at 
Fighth and Olive streets was com- 
pleted this morning with the sand- 
blasting of the last block near the 

Olive street entrance. 

The work was begun Jan. 28, and 
was to have been completed in 70 
days, but the granite presented 
such dn unyielding surface to the 
sand-blasting that more time was 
required. It cost $6171. Eleven 
men were employed in the work. 

It was the first cleaning the build- 
ing had had since its erection 51 
years ago. With the removal of the 
soot, the building was revealed to 
be gray granite, with pink at the 
entrance pillars and base only, cor- 
recting a general opinion that it 
was all pink. Merchants in the vi- 
cinity protested several times that 
the dust from the sand-blasting was 
damaging their stocks, and the con- 
tractor offered to use steam instead 
| for $1000 more, but the Government 
' declined.

True shortcake is a rich 
biscuit dough, baked double-decker 
fashion so that it can be split open 
for the fruity filling. 

If you make good biscuits you 


will be a success with shortcake. 


for the method is identical. More 
shortening is used, however, and a 
tablespoon of sugar is added for 
every cup of flour 

Use Enough Shortening. 

Of course butter is the richest 
shortening, but a mixture of but- 
ter and lard or all lard for that 
matter makes an equally good cake. 
For a delicious buttery flavor put 
the two lavers of shortcake togeth- 
er with melted butter. This makes 
splitting the cake.a bit easier. 

Since the shortcake dough §{s 
richer than ordinary biscuit dough 
a little less liquid will be needed. 

To make the- round shortcake 
that can be cut in wedge-shaped 
slices, divide the dough in two 
equal portions. Spread one-half in 
a greased cake tin, patting it down 
to fit the pan. Spread melted but- 
ter over the top and put the re- 
maining dough on the top, patting 
it down nutil it is the same size. 

Individual Cakes Popular. 

For those crusty rich individual 
shortcakes use a large cutter. a 
good sized doughnut cutter, putting 
two biscuits together with melted 
butter between. If you want to 
be a bit different, try cutting the 
dough in diamond shapes or .in 
squares. 

Shortcake should he served hot 
and the filling should be juicy and 
not too sweet Let fresh fruit 
stand in sugar long enough to draw 
out the juice but be sure to save 
out enough whole berries or slices 
of fresh fruit to garnish the top 
of the whipped cream 

Foundation Recipe. 

Mix and sift two cups flour. four 
teaspoons baking powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons sugar. Add three table- 
spoons lard and three tablespoons 
butter. Cut in the fat with two 
knives or a pastry blender until 
evenly distributed throughout the 
flour. Stir in quickly one-half to 
two-thirds cup diluted evaporated 
milk to make a soft dough, like bis- 
cuits. Pat out on a floured board 
to one-half inch thickness and cut 


biscuits together with melted but- 
ter between. 

Bake 18 minutes in a 425-450-de- | 
gree F. oven. When done, split the 
shortcake and place fresh straw- 
berries, which have been mashed 
and sweetened, between the layers. 
Serve with whipped cream and gar- 
nish with whole strawberries. 

Suggested Fillings. 

All fresh fruits may be used to | 
advantage in shortcake fillings. | 
Strawberries are, of course, the 
most popular. Raspberries or black- 
berries may be used, peaches, 
fresh pineapple | 
cut together, peaches and pineap- 
ple, Or sliced oranges |

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NRA AND THE ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 

Among the points in the recent speech of Ogden 
L. Mills before the Women’s Republican Club of Mas- 
sachusetts was a proposal to curb the alarming con- 
centration of business control by enforcement of the 
anti-trust laws. Mr. Mills believes the advantages 
of central management. “are, in many cases, more 
than outweighed by the greater efficiency of the 
individual unit under a more vigorous and vigilant 
personal direction.” He adds that “if this greater 
efficiency is reinforced by freeing competition from 
artificial restraints, concentration of economic power 
need no longer constitute a major problem.” 

What makes Mr. Mills’ position on this subject 
particularly impressive is that he himself is identi- 
fied with large-scale business, being a director of 
half a dozen large corporations. Moreover, the view 
entertained by him is held by numerous men of 
widely varying political and social philosophies. In 
the Florida chain store case, for instance, Justice 
Brandeis discussed the dangers inherent in corporate 
bigness. After describing how the small business 
corporation of the last century has been swallowed 
by corporate giants, he said: 

Ownership has been separated from control; 
and this separation has removed many of the 
checks which formerly operated to curb the mis- 
use of wealth and power. And as ownership of 
the shares is becoming continually more dis- 
persed, the power which formerly accompanied 
ownership is becoming increasingly concentrated 
in the hands of a few. The changes thereby 
wrought in the lives of the workers, of the own- 
ers and of the general public are so fundamental 
and far-reaching as to (invite a comparison of) 
the evolving “corporate system” with the feudal 
system. 

This theme inspired the monumental work, “The 
Modern Corporation and Private Property,” by A. A. 
Berle and Gardiner C. Means, published in 1932. It 
shows that the huge corporation, with $90,000,000 of 
assets or more, controlled in most cases by a very 
few men, “has come to dominate most major in- 
dustries, if not all industry, in the United States.... 
There is apparently no immediate limit to its in- 
crease. It is coming more and more to be the in- 
dustrial unit with which American economic, social 
and political life must deal.” 

When Mr. Mills pleads for enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws, he has in mind their suspension under 
Section 5 of the National Industrial Recovery Act. 
That section exempts industries complying with pro- 
visions in codes from prosecution under the anti- 
trust Jaws. It is true, the act forbids ‘monopolistic 
practices,” but since, in effect, it authorizes agree- 
ments “in restraint of trade,” as embodied in codes, 
an apparently insoluble paradox is created. 
Agitation against Section 5 as discriminatory 
against small business, which smoldered from the 
time the codes were first discussed, burst into flame 
upon publication of the Darrow report on NRA. The 
Darrow investigation, instigated by Senators Borah 
and Nye, bitter enemies of Section 5, disclosed many 
provisions in codes hostile to the interests of small 
business and fostering the march of monopoly. 

Senator Borah insists that “unfair competition is 
now driving out of existence hundreds of thousands 
of small business men and doing it more effectively 
than was ever done before the enactment of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law.” 

The Federal Trade Commission, in its study of 
the steel code, adopted the unusual course of severely 
criticising another arm of government, the NRA. It 
said the steel code discriminated not only against 
small enterprises in the iron and steel industry, but 
also against small enterprises purchasing its 
products. 

It is true the anti-trust laws were not strictly en- 
forced before the NIRA went into effect. It is also 
true the NRA has been a perfect laboratory to illus- 
trate the faults of that policy. The NRA has given 
the Government the most comprehensive view of busi- 
ness practices and business trends it has ever had. 
Never before have all sorts of business men laid their 
cards on the table for Government inspection. 

If, out of this experience, men as diverse in their 
views on most subjects as Mr. Mills, Senators Borah. 
Glass and Nye, Clarence Darrow and Justice Bran- 
deis all agree that it was a mistake to suspend the 
anti-trust laws, the Government cannot wisely ignore 
their counsel.

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, THE WAGNER BILL. 

The Senate has passed the Wagner labor disputes 
bill by a vote of 63 to 12 and sent it to the House. 
The bill is said by its sponsors to have administra- 
tion approval, though it was conspicuously absent 
from the “must” list announced by the President in 
his recent radio address, 

Neither the Senate vote nor anything said in the 
preceding debate alt&s the conviction of the 
Post-Dispatch, previously expressed, that the Wagner 
bill is a bad bill, hurtful both to the public interest 
and to the specialized interest of labor itself. 

Labor puts its head in a noose when it accepts any 
measure calculated to interfere with its freedom of 
action in industrial disputes. Samuel Gompers 
warned against that danger years ago. His advice 
was never sounder than it is today. If it is said 
that labor will prosper under the friendly auspices 
of the board which the bill proposes to create, the 
answer is plain: with changing governments, boards 
and bureaus change, and labor may find itself under 
hostile control. 

There are other clear reasons why the bill-should 
fail. It would take the Government, as supreme and 
responsible arbiter, into a field where it has no 
business except, at most, as a mediator when its 
good offices are invoked. It would destroy minority 
rights of labor in collective bargaining. It would 
add to the confusion which has already been brought 
about by well-meant but uninformed efforts to do 
things for labor which labor should do for itself, 
through the use of its economic power. It would 
place responsibilities upon the Government too heavy 
and too complex to be discharged. It would raise 
hopes that could not be fulfilled. 

The Wagner bill would ‘lay up trouble for labor, 
for employers, for the Government. Its passage 
should continue to be resisted.

THOSE LITTLE PIGS AGAIN. 

President Roosevelt said in his speech to the farm- 
ers’ meeting at Washington that the Government, in 
carrying out the AAA program, had never “wasteful- 
ly destroyed food in any form.” 

We adverted to this subject in an editorial last 
October, in reference to a campaign statement by 
Mrs. Roosevelt that no thinking person could believe 
that several million pigs had been thrown into the 
Mississippi River. We didn’t know whether Mrs. 
Roosevelt meant to deny that “several million” pigs 
were thrown into the river or to deny completely 
that pigs were so disposed of by the Government in 
1933. It appears, from what the President has just 
said, that she meant the latter. We can only renew 
our previous comment, based upon a survey made 
by the Post-Dispatch at the time of the hog-buying 
campaign. 

This survey showed that about 75 per cent of the 
100,000 pigs received by the Government during the 
first nine days of the premium market at the Nation- 
al Stockyards at East St. Louis were tanked for 
grease. This amounted to about 8 per cent of the 
material in the pigs. The balance—92 per cent—was 
thrown into the river or consigned to dump heaps. 
The cost to the Government of the discarded material 
was about $332,000, out of the total of $519.000 paid 
out by the Government for hogs during the period 
and at the place of the survey. 

It was the announced intention of the Government 
to convert the pigs, weighing from 25 to 80 pounds 
each, into fertilizer, grease and other by-products. 
But the tankage facilities of the packers became 
swamped, and so the Government authorized them, 
when necessary, to salvage what grease they could 
and destroy the residue. Thus it was that only a 
small portion of each pig was saved. 

We commented as follows: 


We have no way of knowing just how much ~ 
material, in terms of numbers of pigs, went to 
the river or the dumps out of the. total pur- 
chased by the Government, but the fact that the 
Government bought more than 3,500,000 pigs, 
and that in some places, at least, drums of grease 
were the only salvage from three-fourths of the 
number of pigs received, would indicate a very 
considerable degree of total destruction. 


These facts would seem to make the President's 
conclusion, in at least one particular, open to debate. 
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“INHUMAN EXPLOITATION OF LABOR.” 
A Federal grand jury in Philadelphia, after pro- 
longed investigation, has returned indictments 
against a number of builders, contractors and super- 
visory employes for alleged “kickback” practices. 
The report uses the expression, “inhuman exploita- 
tion of labor.” The language is none too severe. 
Judge Walsh has complimented the jurors on having 
rendered “as great a public se,vice as any grand 
jury in the history of the United States.” 
In commenting on the “kickback” racket, as relat: 
ed in testimony before a Senate committee last Jan- 
uary, the Post-Dispatch remarked it was “about as 
low a form of avarice as the chiseling homo can 
stoop to,” and went on to say: 

Here is what it is and how it is worked: A 
contractor gets a Government building job. He 
agrees to pay the prevailing wage in the com- 
munity, as required by the Davis-Bacon law. The 
scale, say, is $4 a day. Men wanting work ap- 
pear in the line. The word is passed along that 
the boss will pay $2. The laborer willing to 
accept that pay so signifies by placing two 
matches in his hat. At the end of the week, he 
is paid $12 and signs a receipt for $24. 
According to the Associated Press reports of the 


Senate committee's hearings, “millions of dollars in 
wages were ‘kicked back’ in the last few years.” 


The men indicted in Philadelphia, it should be 


stressed, have not been proved guilty. They have 
simply been accused. They are entitled to the pre- 
sumption of innocence. But the practice itself, let us 
repeat, has been accurately characterized by the Phil- 
adelphia grand jury. It is obvious, too, as we pre- 
viously gaid, that the Davis-Bacon law has not provid- 
ed the intended protection and should be strengthened. 
Filching from the thin envelopes of all but destitute 
labor is a species of thievery to be scotched.

He replied that he had 
not read them, but that he had measured 
them, and that their length was quite satis- 
factory Applying the same methods of criti- 
cism to Secretary Morgenthau’s radio ad- 
dress, it may be said that it covers 58 inches 
of newspaper print; that 52 inches are de- 
voted to an inadequate, over-simplified and 
partisan history of past events which might 
better have been omitted entirely, and that 
six inches deal with international stabiliza- 
tion and are interesting and important. 

Former Secretary Mills has punctured the 
fallacy of the historical part of the address. 
It attacks the Hoover administration for 
not going off the gold standard in the win- 
ter of 1932. The event showed, I believe, 
that it would have been wise to do this. to 
recognize that when Britain and _ other 
countries of the sterling bloc abandoned 
gold, the existing international gold stand- 
ard was wrecked, and that any country like 
the United States, Germany or France which 
stood by it was doomed to suffer a terrible 
deflation. 

There were a few who said this in 1932. 
If Mr. Roosevelt was one of them, he did 
not announce his opinion,. and, therefore, 
neither he nor any member of his adminis- 
tration is entitled to attack Mr. Hoover for 
not having had the foresight of their hind- 
sight. 

The truth of the matter, I believe, is that 
we fought to stay on gold in 1932 because 
almost every responsible person in both 
parties felt in honor bound, quixotically per- 
haps, but none the less genuinely, to ‘make 
every honest effort to maintain the gold par- 
ity. The British had held out till their gold 
reserves were exhausted; we held out till our 
economy was prostrated by the effort to de- 
flate, 

The hypercritical may say that Britain 
could have stayed on if Britain had been 
willing to face the ordeal of reducing wages 
and interest and other fixed costs: they 
may say we could have stayed on by paying 
out more gold and liquidating still more 
drastically than we did wages, interest, and 
the capital structure of banks, insurance 
companies, railroads, industrial corporations, 
farms and local governments. But the rea- 
sonable and charitable judgment on both na- 
tions is that they endured just about all that 
their people could endure before seeking the 
relief of depreciating their currency. 

But when everything of this sort has been 
said, who knows what the verdict of his- 
tory will be? The record has been made. 
and neither Mr. Morgénthau's effort to con- 
demn it for the Democrats nor Mr. Mills’ 
attempt to justify it for the Republicans 
will alter in the slightest degree the irrev- 
ocable past, 


s OMEBODY once asked Arnold Bennett 


In regard to that portion of the address 
which was devoted to stabilization, the best 
as well as the worst that can be said is that 
it matches Neville Chamberlain’s statements 
on the same subject. The official British 
Opinion is that stabilization must wait un- 
til the British Government feels that the 
dollar and the franc are in a relation with 
sterling which suits the British view of the 
British interest. The official] American 
opinion is that the American Government 
is prepared to stabilize on conditions which 
suit the American view of the American 
interest. We think those conditions now ex- 


ist as respects sterling and the dollar, and 
we should be glad to stabilize at approxi- 
mately the old rate of exchange. The Brit- 
ish do not think those conditions now ex- 
ist, and do not wish to stabilize now. 

We shall come no nearer to agreement by 
indulging in moral recrimination across the 
Atlantic. The two countries are in the same 
moral position. We tried to get the British 
to stabilize at the end of 1932 and early in 
1933. We were rebuffed. The British tried 
to get us to stabilize in June, 1933, and they 
were rebuffed. We have been trying to get 
the British to stabilize for some months 
now, and we are being rebuffed. When one 
country has been ready, the other has not, 
and so for three years the monetary disor- 
der has continued.

One of the unpleasantest aspects of the 
matter is that neither government believes 
what the other says officially. For both 
know that the whole thing is an elaborate 
maneuver in which there is no complete 
disclosure of all the facts by either. 

Both currencies are being manipulated by 
huge secret funds. The secrecy may be nec- 
essary, but it creates intense suspicion. 
There has never been any true accounting 
of what the British stabilization fund or the 
American stabilization fund have done, are 
doing or are intending to do. The Amer- 
icans see that the price of gold in sterling 
has been rising steadily for more than three 
years and they have been allowed to learn 
that the British fund has made a profit. 
They conclude, perhaps wrongly but natur- 
ally, that Britain is deliberately depressing 
the pound by selling it short. They resent 
it because, as sterling depreciates, it presses 
on the American level. : 

The British have seen, first, our raising 
of the price of gold, and more recently our 
raising of the price of silver. Nobody has 
ever explained the silver policy, and yet it 
is making a lot of trouble for British in- 
terests in China and threatening to make 
worse trouble in India. 

There are, consequently, Americans who 
firmly believe that the British equalization 
fund is a sinister agency, and there are 
Britons who believe that our monetary ac- 
tions are irresponsible lunacy. 

The ugly but accurate way to describe 
this whole thing is to say that it is a cur- 
rency war conducted in secret and obscured 
by rigid censorship and propaganda. It is 
a war in which neither side can be vic- 
torious and can dictate to the other the 
terms of settlement. 

The British have managed their currency 
very successfully in the sense that they have 
maintained a stable price level in Great 
Britain. But they are able to manage it so 
successfully because they have the dollar 
and the franc fixed on gold as a base on 
which to operate. 

If France and the United States decided 
to manage their currencies as the British 
are managing theirs, there would be no 
fixed points and no country could manage 
its currency. On the other hand, the sterling 
bioc is so extensive and so powerful that 
only ruinous measures could conceivably 
force the British to stabilize on gold against 
their will. 

It is a stalemate. Either side, the sterling 
countries on the one hand, France and the 
United States as gold countries on the oth- 


er, can intensify the international chaos, -

New York. Market Commis- 
sioner Charges Dealers Are 
Intimidated Under Code.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Virtually 
legalized under an NRA _ code, 
monopolies and racketeers in the 
poultry industry are levying $2,000,- 
000 tribute annually on _ dealers, 
William Fellows-Morgan Jr., Com- 
missioner of Markets, declared to- 
day in an official report. Morgan 
declared the live poultry dealers 
_were intimidated by gangsters. 
~The sources of forced and illegal 
payments cited by Morgan are: 

Trucking and coop monopolies; 
yield $1,095,000 a year. 

Labor union, shochtim (those 
given rabbinical authority to pre- 
pare kosher meats) and kosheer or- 
ganization racketeers, yield $500,- 
000 a year “above justifiable ex- 
pense.” 

Dealers’’ and slaughterers’ organ- 
izations and “protection”; yield 
$500,000 a year. 

Morgan reported that 95 per cent 
of the city’s slaughterers bought 
from the Metropolitan Feed Co., 
“because they dare not do other- 
wise” and that the firm’s earnings 
are $100,000 in “excess of reason- 
able profits.” 

The New Jersey Coop Co. and the 
New York Live Poultry Trucking 
Co., both operated by the same 
group, Morgan said, maintained 
such excessive rates that their prof- 
its in 1932 were estimated at $9056,-

DOCTORS FAIL TO AGREE OVER 
POISON IN DEATHS OF FIVE 


One Reported Finding It In Can 
of Cocoa—Taxicologist Has 
Opposite Report. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—Dr. Alex- 
ander O. Gettler, city taxicologist, 
announced today he had found no 
traces of the poison which another 
doctor reported he had discovered 
in a can of cocoa in the home of 
Frederick Gross, bookkeeper who 
is charged with homicide in con- 
nection with the mysterious deaths 
of his wife and four children. 

Gross’ wife and the children died 
between March 29 and April 26 
of this year, and Gross was taken 
into custody after officials received 
reports that poison had been found 
in the vital organs of the dead 
woman and two of the children. 
Subsequently, a physician reported 
to District Attorney William F. X. 
Geoghan of Kings County that 
poison had been found in a can of 
cocoa at the Gross home. 

Gross was employed by a chem- 
ical firm which handled the poison. 

Dr.’ Gettler, after four days of 
analysis, reported total absence of 
the substance, a vermin extermina- 
tor.

Take a lesson from ingenious chefs who are 
always on the alert for new flavors 
and clever tricks with spices

is the key to fine cooking. First, last 

and always flavor is what counts most 
in food. No matter how regal the appear- 
ance, if the flavor be sa the dish is 
plebeian enough. 

Epicurean flavor is not a matter of 
“fancy cooking” as many have supposed, 
but of artful seasoning. Nor is it some 
thing that only the chef can perfect. For 
who can better become the ultimate fla- 
vor artist than she who prepares three 
meals daily? 

More often than not the best flavor is 
obtained from a blend of several season- 
sings, rather than the single bold accent 
of one. Tomato juice cocktail, inscrut- 
ably seasoned with some five or six con- 
diments and seasonings, is a challenge to 
improvement. The mellow fragrance of 
spice cake comes not from any one spice, 
but from a mixture of several. 


Discretion . Caution... these are 
two grand watchwords for the dispenser 
of seasonings. The lavish use of such 
innocents as onions, garlic, curry and 
cayenne has served to wall them about 
with prejudice. Having met them in 
| overwhelming strength, people are loath 
| to believe that they lend subtle delight 
when discreetly used.

These potatoes are a perfect ac- 
companiment for broiled chops and

Clean and draw chickens. Truss, but 
do not stuff them. Melt fat and rub over 
whole outer surfaces of chickens. Place 
in a small roasting pan and brown lightly 
in a hot oven (400 degrees F.). Remove 
from oven and arrange the scallions and 
mushrooms around chickens. Add Sau- 
ternes and stock, sprinkle the chickens 
with salt and paprika and lay sprigs of 
parsley over each bird. Cover and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
one hour, or until tender, basting three or 
four times during the cooking period. 
Remove parsley. This makes four por- 
tions. 

Frying chicken, jointed and seared, 
may be used instead of the whole squab 
chickens, and light cream may be substi- 
tuted for the Sauternes, if desired. 

As with paprika, so with curry. The 
secret of its use is a long cooking which 
develops flavor. In mulligatawny soup, 
whose characteristic flavor is curry, the 
chicken, vegetables, curry and other sea- 
sonings are simmered together for one 
hour. 

Rare flavor delights are to be had from 
combining certain vegetables. There is 
Succotash Piquante, a combination of 
lima beans and yellow corn which offers 
an utterly different note of interest.

If you would 
give a wild and gamy flavor to your 
meats occasionally, try cooking a few 
juniper berries with the stock.
